MANY OF THE VICTIMS 
- MET DEATH IN TORTURE 


Big Water Tank Plunged From 


Roof to Cellar, Tearing Great 


Ragged Hole Through Struc- 
ture--Men and Women Car- 
ried Down---Firemen Helpless 
in Efforts to Rescue Men. 


Montreal, Quebec, June 13.—Between 
80 and 30 people lost their lives today 
when the supports of the sprinkler sys- 
tem tank of the roof of The Herald 
building gave way and the great mass 
of metal and water, weighing 35 tons, 
went crashing to the basement. 

Fire broke out immediately, adding 
its horrors to the disaster. The fire- 
men displayed splendid heroism in 
rescuing scores of people from perilous 
positions in the tottering walls. Some 
of the walls had to come down before 
the work of recovering the bodies 
could be safely attempted and it was 
not until after 6 o'clock this evening 
that the first body, charred and man- 
gied beyond recognition, was brought 
out. , 

Chaos Follows Deafening Crash. 

All of those who escaped agree that 
the first warning of the impending dis- 
aster passed almost unnoticed. There 
was a slight creaking, then a little 
more, somewhat more pronounced, but 
it was not until the ceiling plaster be- 
gan to fall that a rush for the stair- 
way began. Before anyone reached it 
there occurred a final deafening crash 
and then chaos. Some survivors tell of 
failing one and two floors before the 
awful! crash died away and then they 
found themselves able _ to craw! 
through the dense dust to a place of 
safety. The majority sought safety by 
rushing to the front of the building, 
facing Victoria square. 

Fortunately all the, floors held for 
about 30 feet back from the front wall, 
and to this is due the fact that the 
death list does not run into the hun- 
dreds, for there were nearly 300 peo- 
ple in the building at the time. 

Little Girl Aids in Rescue. 

When the first hook and ladder com- 
pany reached the scene the firemen 
found the windows of the upper floors 
crowded with people, and the crowd 
on the sidewalk urging them not to 
jump. Not one did jump. Ladders were 
quickly placed in position and those 
in danger brought to the ground. 

One ladder was hoisted, reaching to 
the fourth floor, on which the bindery 
was located. It came between two 
windows. From one of these a little 
girl crept along the coping until she 
could reach the ladder. Grasping a 
ving with one hand and placing a foot 
on another she lent a helping hand to 
eight other girls twice her size. When 
all the girls had reached the ladder 
and had been brought down to safety 
she came dow'n alone. By this time 
the fire kad started and smoke was 
pouring from the front windows. The 
little girl fainted when she reached 
the bottom of the ladder. 

Daring Rescues — 

A dozen injured people were brought 
from the ruins by the firemen, many 
of them with broken limbs. Of these 
rescues, that of Fred Vidal, a stereo- 
typer, was the most daring: Half an 
hour after the firemen reached the 
building, Vidal was heard groaning, 
and was located under a girder from 
which he could not be dislodged. De- 
spite the fact that/the flames were 
creeping perilously near, three firemen 
began to cut it away and stuck to thefr 
task. In the crowd outside was Father 


Martin. When he heard of the fight 
against death, he went into the bulld- 


ing and administered the last rites of 


the church to the-semi-conscious man. 
Finally, however, the beam was cut 
through and Vidal released not a mo- 
ment too soon. Both his legs and some 
of his ribs were broken.

Westbrook does not directly itmpli- 
cate anyone in his charges, but claims 
as his reason for falling to appear in 
court that on the night preceding the 
date set for the hearing someone 
pinned a threatening note on his door, 
saving that he would be killed if he 
testified.

Fight to Liberalize Rules, Clark 
Says, Had Nothing to Do With 
Tariff Legislation as Georgia 
Editor Charges --- Two Ques- 
tions as Foreign to Each Other 
as Water Is to Wine, He Says.

Washington, June 13.—(Special.)— 
“The statement that those who were in 
favor of the propaganda to revise the 
rules of the house were attempting to 
hold up tariff revision is a ridiculous 
lie,” says Champ Clark, democratic 
leader of the house of representatives. 

“That rules revision and tariff re- 
vision had any connection whatever is 
likewise denied.” 

The above sentences are contained in 
a letter from Mr. Clark to Represen- 
tative Thomas M. Bell, of Georgia, 


is in response to a letter from Mr. 
Bell to Mr. Clark stating that the im- 
rression nas been created that the 
rules fight had some relation to tariff 
revision. 

Questions Separate and Distinct. 

Mr. Clark says emphatically it is 
not so. The defeat of his resolution, 
says the democratic leader, had no ef- 
fect on tariff legislation, but was en- 
tirely separate and distinct from the 
consideration of the tariff bill. 

The two things were es far apart 
as sunshine and moonshine, as water 
and wine, he declares. 

Representatives Howard, Livingston, 
Brantley, Edwards and Lee, of Georgia, 
opposed the resolution of Mr. Clark 
to amend the rules. “After that was 
out of the way they fought on the 
side of the democratic leader in op- 
posing the tariff bill and voted against 
the republican measure On its passage. 

Mr. Bell voted for the Clark resolu- 
tion. The five Georgians who opposed 
Mr. Clark on the rules revision felt 
that his answers completely cut the 
ground from under Hon. Thomas FE. 
Watson. [n his letter. to the demo- 
cratic leader dated May 25 Mr. Bell 
says: 

Mr. Bell’a Letter. 

“Numerous inquiries and statements 
gre being made throughout the coun- 
try to the effect that the defeat of 
your resolution to amend the house 
rules on March 16, 1909, affected tariff 
legislation in congress and enabled the 
Payne-Aldrich bill to go through the 
house, and that if your rules reso- 
lution had been adopted the said bill 
would not have passed. I[ am con- 
vinced that there is a misunderstand- 
ing on the part of some or a desire to 
mistake the facts in this connec- 
tion, and I am writing to you for an 
explanation abcut the matter.” 

In his reply dated June 7 Hon. 
Champ Clark has the following to say 
in regard to the effect of his rules 
resolution on tariff legislation: “I 
might answer that it had none and 
stop ther2, for that is the truth about 
it. Anybody can find that out by 
examining the Congressionsl Record 
of March i5, 1909.” 

Clark’s Resolution. 

He then recites his resolution call- 
ing for changes in the rules. One of 
the principal clauses was the appoint- 
ment of a committee to consider 
changes in the rules and to report in 
December, nine months later. 

Mr. Clark also quotes from the Con- 
gressional Record a colloquy in whicn 
Representatives Gardner, of Massachu- 
setts. one of the insurgent leaders, is 
quoted as saying: ‘Mr. Speaker, the 
alliance between the insurgents and 
the democrats goes merely to changing 
the rules. As to what happens when 
that committee is appointed there is 
no understanding under heaven.” 

A little later Mr. Clark makes practi- 
cally the same statement in his own 
words, which he quctes in his letter ts 
Mr. Bell. He also quotes the following 
extracts from his remarks at that time. 

“A Ridteulous Lie.” 

“There was a hue and cry raised in 
the newspapers that those of us who 
were in favor of this propaganda to 
revise the rules were trying to hold up 
tariff revision. That is a very strange 
thing, is it not, that I should be ace- 
cused of undertaking to hold up tariff 
revision downward. the very thing I 
have been urging in season and out of 
season for a lifetime, and that my dlis- 
tinguished friend from Pennsylvania 
(Mr. Dalzell) and mv distinguished 
friend from New York (Mr. Payne), and 
the speaker of the house,-and Senator 
Aldrich should be more inferested in 
revising and expediting a _ revision 
down than Tf am? Did anybody ever 
hear of as ridiculous a lie as that?’ 

‘ Hands Roast to Cannhon. 

In further tnsisting that the fight to 
liberalize the rules had nothing to do 
with the tariff legislation, Champ 
Clark writes: “Speaker Cannon made 
a speech at Elgin, Il... tn which he 
jumped on the democrats and insur- 
gents. and among other things, said 
that the fight I made to liberalize tha 
rule was tn reality a fight to prevent 
tariff legislation. I was lecturing at 
Sioux City tn the neighborhood at that 
tine. The morning after he made the 
Figin speech a reporter of a Sioux City 
paper came to me at mv hotel and 
showed me the speech, or the part of it 
that was published in the paper, and 
arked me what I thought about it °T 
ssid that statement by the speaker was 
absolutely untrue, and that he knew it 
was untrue when he stated it, and gave 
the reasons why it was untrue, and 
why he knew it was untrue.” 

Clark Stands by Statements, 

Mr. Clark says Speaker Cannon later 
made the same untrue statements at 
Bloomington. Tll., in a more offensive 
way. and did the same thing tn Kansas 
City. Mr. Clark answered in speeches 
at Chicago and Dayton, Ohlo. 

“What I stated in these speeches was 
the exact truth.” said Mr. Clark, “ana 
they were made before I dreamed that 
his declaration or mine would be mad« 
pa political issue anv where.” 

In closing his letter te Mr. Bell, he 
Ka VS: “TI stand by those statements 
which I have made. If it hurts any- 
body, I cannot help it, if it helps any- 
body, I canot help it. [ have stated

Man, 


STOMACH FULL OF POISON, 
SAYS REPORT OF CHEMIST 


Mrs. F. Flanders and Dr. W. J. 
McNaughton, of Swainsboro, 
Accused of Slowly Poisoning 
Husband of Former--Flanders 
Was Moderately Wealthy and 
Left Everything to His Wife. 


Swainsboro, Ga., June 13.—As a re- 
sult of the examination by the state 
chemist of Atlanta of the stomach of 
Fred Flanders, a prominent citizen 
of this town, who died June 4, Mrs. 
Flanders was arrested today and of- 
ficers are looking for Dr. W. J. Mce- 
Naughton, the physician who attended 
Flanders. The report of the. state 
chemist, itis said, reveals that the stom- 
ach of Flanderg contained a large 
amount of poison. The examination 
was made at the request of Flanders’ 
relatives. 

Dr. McNaughton's wife died two 
years ago, since which time Flanders 
and his wife have been occupying the 
heme of the doctor, whom they boarded. 
Flanders became violently ‘fll about 
May 20 with what Dr. McNaughton pro- 
nounced acute nephritis. No other doc- 
tor was called into consultation, and 
Flanders was nursed by only his wife. 


Datly he grew worse and died on | 


June 4. 

Flanders owned property valued at 
$5,000, and carried $5,000 life insurance. 
He had no children, and, under the law, 
his entire estate reverts to his widow. 


Dr. McNaughton, it is said, has dis- 
posed of all of his prapert¥-in. this 
county and has @isappeared.

Clings Desperately to Sill 
Until Rescued. 


Spartanburg, 8S. C., June 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Screaming at the top of her 
voice, her hair released and blown by 
the wind, her person bloody from_« 
recent conflict with two men, and her 
fingers clinging desperately to the aiil 
of a second story window at the front 
of the Oregon hotel, through which she 
says L. D. Crews, proprietor of the 
hotel, had thrown her, was the predic- 
ament of Miss Evelyn Jones, of Jack- 
sonville, Fla., when first seen dangling 
aboye the pavement by startled pedes- 
trians on Magnolia street at 7 o’clock 
this morning. 

Men lounging in a store opposite 
the hostelry gecured a ladder and witb- 
in two minutes from the time the girl 
was first seen, she had been rescued. 
fainting as she was being carried down 
the ladder, as the result of the terrible 
strain she had undergone. 

If the* story told by Miss Jones to 
Mayor Lee in police court this after- 
noon is true, the trouble all occurred 
through her inability to get into the 
bath room early this morning. She 
said she first tried an outer door to 
the bath room, which was locked, and 
then passed through a-room to an- 
other, meeting Crews, the proprietor. 
as she came out. She says Crews 
spoke to her roughly and when she 
replied he became angry and struck 
her, then threatened to kill her and 
later attempted to throw her from the 
window. 

-Meantime Harry Cutter, joint pro- 
prietor, came on the scene. He joined 
in the ‘pursuit of the girl and was 


probably the other of the’two men. 


whom a passerby says he saw running 
after the woman in one of the upper 
rooms of the house just prior to the 
screams. 

Crews and Cutter, denying the story, 
say she had created a disturbance in 
the hallway and they were attempting 
to put her out of the house when she 
attempted to leap from the second story 
window, but, reconsidering, saved her- 
self by catching the sill. Both proprie- 
tors were fined $50 and costs.

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WORLD'S AEROPLANE RECORD

FOR ALTITUDE IS BROKEN 


Indianapolis, Ind., June 18.—Soaring 
to a height of 4,384% feet, Walter 
Brookins, in a Wright biplane, broke 
the world's aeroplane record for alti- 
tude tn the closing event today in the 
national aviation meet at the Indian- 
apolis Speedway. 

Brookins’ achievement followed ex- 
hibition flights by severa! of the pu- 
pils of Orville and Wilbur Wright. 
None of the other entrants in the meet 
was prepared to take his machine out 
of the aerodrome with the exception~« 
of G. L. Bumbaugh, of this city, and 
his biplane was wrecked before he 
well started. 

Bumbaugh lost control of his for- 
warding steering planes and the ma- 
chine fell @o the ground from a height 
of 10 feet and was mashed. with the 
aviator under it. The wreckage took 
fire and Bumbaugh might have been 
burned to death had not mechanics run 
to his assistance. He was slightly cut 
and bruised. ‘ 

Takes Record From Paulhan. 

Brookins’ high fitght, in which he 
took the record from Louis Paulhan, 
who at LomAngeles rose to 4,165 feet, 
was also a sensationaj speed triumph. 
According to the register of the iIn- 


struments, announced by the official 
time-keeper, Brookins was 1,900 feet 


in the air at the end of 7 minutes. 
He had risen to this point in a wide 
circle. The whirr’ of the propellers 
was then lost to the throng of specta- 
tors and the aeropiane was but a 
cross floating in the sky. 

Continuing his circles Brookins rose 
steadily at a speed estimated at 60 
miles an hour. Thirty minutes after 
he had started he reached his highest 
altitude and began the descent, ma- 
néuvering at lower and lower levels, 
until at a height of 100 feet he shut 
off his motor and glided easily to the 
ground alongside the starting rail.

Hamilton Captures Award Of- 
fered by Philadelphia Public 
Ledger and New York Times. 
Trip to Philadelphia Without 
Mishap --- Failure Upon Re- 
turn Trip Faced Airman, but 
His Indomitable Courage Tri- 
umphed. 


New York, June 13.—Charles K. 
Hamilton arose from Governor's Island 
in an aeroplane this morning and sped 
without a break 88 miles to Philadel- 
phia in a remarkable cross-country

|york Times and The Philadelphia Pub- 
. 


He made the trip in one 
hour and fifty-one minutes, leaving 
Governor’s Island at 7:35 and landing 


at Philadelphia at 9:26. 
Hamilton Delivers Letter. 

Alighting at Aviation Field, he de- 
livered letters from Governor Hughes 
and Mayor Gaynor to Governor Stuart 
and Mayor Reyburn, accepted mes- 
sages of congratulations from them ty 
bear in return and started for New 
York again with only brief intermis- 
sion for food, fuel and oil. He had 
flown approximately seventy miles of 
his return journey when a sluggish 
motor drove him to descend in a swamp 
near South Amboy, N. J., at 12:55 p. m. 
The propeller was broken there in 
landing, but after repairs had been 
made Hamilton resumed his flight at 
6:20 and landed at Governor's Island 
at 6:38. Thus: the return trip was 
made in one hour and thirty-six min- 
utes, at an estimated average speed 
of 64.96 sablgaaan Dove. which breaks 
the record ‘ma inthe Curtiss flight 
from Albany to New York. 

An Omission of Haste. 

That Hamilton did not make the re- 
turn trip as easily as the outgoing trip 
was due only to an omission of haste. 
In his hurry to get away he neglected 
to clean his spark plugs, they fouled, 
the engine balked and he had to come 
down on the banks of the Raritan 
river, 2 miles above South Amboy. 

Curtiss still holds the official record 
for speed, but Hamilton today took all 
American records for cross-country 
distance and duration, and using his 
own figures for the return journey, his 
average speed per mile established a 
new figure. The accident to the pro- 
peller in the Jersey swamps was the 
second mishap of the kind during the 
day, but a telephone call to Governor's 
Island brought a new one by automo- 
bile with a new set of spark plugs, and 
the aviator was able to finish within 
twelve hours, although twegty-four 
were allowed in the terms of s cop- 
tract. 

First Mail Delivery by Aeroplane. 

Carrying, as he did, letters between 
the two cities, Hamilton created ‘the 
first fast mail by the overland route to 
Philadelphia and return, and demon-

With a 
missing engine, and twice compelled to 
substitute propellers, he still kept go- 
ing, and tonight his resolution brought 
its own reward. 

The weather was ideal for flight. The 
Gawn broke translucent and pearly 
gray, with just enough moisture in the 
air to give the propeller a good thrust. 
As Hamilton «wheeled his aeroplane 
from its tent on Governor’s Island, a 
Special train earrying his mother, .his 
wife, his chief mechanic, Albert C. Doty 
and Mrs. Doty, stood on a siding of 
the Pennsylyania terminal in Jersey 
City waiting for the word to start. 

Hamilton Off. 

At 7:35 Hamilton was off without 
mishap. One minute and a half later 
the,special train was after him. Ham- 
iiton’s route to Elizabeth, where it was 
hoped the train would meet, lay for 
Sixteen miles over the waters of the 
lower harbor and the Kill von Kull.

The Anxious Wife.

Hamilton explains this appearance in 
his own way.

Hamilton moved with admirable 
steadiness at an average of slightly 
less than fifty miles an hour. -~There 
Was no question of a race with the 
train. Whenever the engineer wished 
he easily drew ahead, but: the instant 
he slackened. speed the aeroplane. wus 
over his head again. 

The first point of critical interest 
was New Brunswick, where there was 
the Raritan river to cross, roofs, fac- 
tory chimneys, all a city to fly over. 
with the possibilities of instant death 
that brick and moytar mean to the 
aviator who must make an unexpected 
‘descent. Hamilton rose a little, but 
held his unslackened pace straight 
across the heart of the town. 

Ovation From the Crowd. 

It was a specimen of self-confidence 
that brought cheers from the crowds 
at the station and from the party 
aboard the special train. In passing 
through the city the engineer had 
slowed down a little, and the aeroplane 
began, to gain. Mrs. Hamilton and Mrs. 
Beaudette ran to the forward coaca 
for a better view. 

An ambitious photographer climbed 
onto the tender. Mrs. Hamilton scram- 
blied after him. Not to be outdone. 
Mrs. Beaudette started to join her un- 
assisted. A dozen hands were stretch- 
ed in aid, and in a moment the delicate 
old lady was seated beside her 
daughter-in-law in the dust and 
grime, waving happily to her son. He 
saw her, and for the first time waved 
back. Three’ times during the trip 
they exchanged signals. 

Hamilton himself was barely visible 
aloft. When the train ran ahead of 


him, and then slowed down to let him | 


catch up, the incessant musketry fire 
of his motor could be heard faintly. It 
seemed a little irregular, but nobody 
gmuessed the truth until Hamilton told 
it to his mechanic. 
One Cylinder Goes Down. 

When he was 1,500 feet above the 
waters of the Kill von Kull, so high 
that he could not see the Jersey shore 
through the fog, one of his right cy!- 
inders went back on him, and never 
picked up again for his whole journey. 

All along the line crowds were zath- 
ered at every station and crossing.

IN LAKE COMO 


" 


Finding of CoatStrength- 
ens Police Theory. 


Como, Italy, June 13.—A part of-a 
man’s coat, declared by some of his 
fishermen neighbors to have belonged 
to Porter Charlton, was found today in 
Lake Como, from the waters of which 


last Friday. 

The torn garment was fished up 
from the bottom of the lake near the 
spot where the trunk containing the 
body of the woman was found. 

Today’s discovery strengthens the 
theory of many that a double murder 
was committed. . 

This is the view of Charlies M. 
Caughey, the American consul at Mi- 
lan, who believes that Chariton met 
the same fate as did his wife. Mr. 
Caughey is actively engaged in fur- 
thering the investigation. Earlier evi- 
dence that both of the Americans were 
killed presumably for their valuables 
was found inthe blood-spattered bed at 
the villa which they occupied. 

It is declared that the seven wounds 
found on the woman’s head did not 
release any such quantity of blood as 
left its stains in their lakeshore home. 

Russian Closely Questioned. 

Constantine Ispolatoff, the chance 
acquaintance of the Charltons from 
whom they leased the villa, remains in 
custody and is frequently questioned 
as developments furnish the detec- 
tives with new grounds for inquiry. 
The Russian maintains his self-posses- 
sion and insists that he knows noth- 
ing as to how or by whom the crime 
was committed. 

On the supposition that Lake Como 
contains the body of Charlton, a thor- 
ough search of its bottom and shores 
was begun today. The work was start- 
ed in the vicinity of the spot from 
which the fishermen had drawn the 
trunk with its gruesome contents to 
the surface. 

It was not long before the searchers 
were rewarded by the finding of a 
portion of a man’s coat. This was 
exhibited among the fishing folks and 
others in the vicinity who had seen 
the Charltons, and some of these de- 
clared at once that it was part of a 
suit which the young American had 
worn. The search was continued with 
renewed interest. 

Double Murder Theory Supported. 

Further support of the double mur- 
der theory developed as the day pro- 
gressed. 

The investigators have determined 
that the stone with which the trunk 
was weighted was taken from the walls 
of the aqueduct on the shore of the 
lake. It had been removed from a spot 
in the wall opposite the point at which 
the trunk was submerged. Following 
up this clew the police discovered that 
another stone exactly similar in size 
i had been recently dug out of the wall. 
'The second stone (bélieved to have 
been the first stone removed) has not 
been located and the police will not be 
surprised if they should find that it 
was used to drag below the surface of 
the lake another trunk or box con- 
taining the body of Porter Charlton. 

The detectives who questioned 
Ispolatoff this afternoon claim that he 
repeatedly told conflicting stories.

SUMMARY QF WORK 
DONE BY CONGRESS 


Dolliver Defends Insurgents. 
Sundry Civil Bill Is 
Passed. 


Washington, June 13.—The senate to- 
day listened to a notable address by 
Senator Dolliver, of Iowa, in the form 
of a vigorous defense of the “insur- 
gwent™ republicans and a reply to the 
criticisms of them by the president of 
the United States. 

Mr. Dolliver said he had been a 
friend and supporter of:the president 
and expressed chagrin over the fact 
that he was compelled to defend him- 
self against that high official. He de- 
fended the proposed appropriation of 
$250,000 for a presidential investiga- 
tion of the operation of the present 
tariff law. Senator Clay’s motion to 
strike out this provision of the sundry 
civil bill wag lost, 13 to 44. 

The sundry civil bill, carrying ap» 
propriations aggregating $118,000,000, 
an increase of $6,000,000 over the 
amount carried in the bill as passed by 
the house, was passed by the senate. 

Bills amending the bankruptcy law 
and requiring land grant railroads to 
survey their lands so as to render 
them amenable to taxation were 
passed. 

The entire session of the house was 
devoted to political speeches delivered 
during the period permitted for gen 
eral debate upon the deficiency bill. 
Representative Nye, of Minnesota, spoke 
of optimism as powerful factors to the 
functions of party organizations inthe 
government of the country.

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HOW HANCOCK GOES AFTER GOOD ROADS. 


From present indications, Hancock will not be among those 
Georgia counties that let grass grow under their feet, so far as the 
vital issue of good roads is concerned. 

The county is now meditating seriously the perfection of its 
highway system upon the installment plan; in other words, by the 
long-term bond method, which means that posterity will have an 
opportunity to help pay for the wealth-making facilities of which 
it will be a direct beneficiary. 

The story is told elsewhere, in the shape of resolutions passed 
at a mass meeting held recently in Sparta, in the course of which 
representative citizens call upon the county commissioners to ma- 
terialize recommendations twice handed down by grand juries, pro- 
viding for an election to determine whether the county shall issue 
$60,000 in bonds specifically for road-building purposes. 

It will be seen that John D. Walker, president of the Walker 
chain of banks, is a moving spirit in this enterprise. It is appro- 
priate that such should be the case, since the standardization of 
public highways is essentially a business issue demanding the time 
and study of the most progressive business men each community 
can supply. 

Arguing from a knowledge of the high intelligence of the farm- 
ers and townspeople of Hancock, The Constitution has no doubt 
that should an election be authorized for this purpose the elector- 
ate would give the suggestion overwhelming approVal. 

As the resolutions recite, “There is no more important matter 
to an agricultural county like Hancock than good roads.” 

The sentiment should rouse a creative response in every Geor- 
gia county not now active in the road-building cause, since there 
is hardly a county in the commonwealth but is to a degree depend- 
ent upon agriculture or the allied industries. 

It is not, moreover, agricultural communities alone that demand 
good roads for their growth and development. No industry that 
flourishes or can be made to flourish in Georgia but requires the 
stimulus of uniform local transportation facilities for attaining its 
most productive proportions. 

Whether in north, south, east or west Georgia, a dollar in- 
vested in good roads will return dividends at a geometrical ratio. 

Not all the counties can afford road-building or improvement 
by direct appropriation or taxation. 

For these, the long-term bond method offers a reasonable so- 
lution that is also conservative, since public bond issues of any na- 
ture in Georgia are safeguarded by such inflexible constitutional 
restrictions as recommend them to the most prudent business man. 

In the case of highway improvement, it is equitable that the 
coming generation which is to share so largely in the prosperity 
produced by good roads should contribute its portion to their up- 
building. ,

HIGHER CHRISTIANIZATION _ 
AS THE PROBLEM-SOLVER

I am sending a short article that may 
touch someone to think in a rather 
new vein, and hope it may give some

Some years ago there was thrown 
into the sea of mortal thought a re- 
markable little volume, named the 
“Call of the Wild.” It is the story of 
a fine shepherd dog, who, in an envi- 
ronment of love, kindness and tender 
care, developed some of the highest 
human qualities—fidelity even. unto 
death, a watchful, protecting guardian- 
ship, obedience and devoted affection— 
even a strong and noble individuality. 
But the scene changes, and this no- 
ble and beautiful animal is stolen and 
falls into the hands of men of greed. 
of pelf, cruelty, when starvation, 
wretchedness, woe, hunger and cold are 
his daily portion. He is leader of the 
team which draws the sledges over the 
Alaskan ice fields, in the search for 
gold, crushed, beaten, subdued; this 
animal! is finally driven in the wilder- 
ness, away from the haunts of men; 
his last remaining friend killed by the 
Indians, he yields absolutely to the 
subtle call of the animal impulses and 
racial tendencies; he becomes flercer 
than the wolf (his probable progeni- 
tor), cruel, vindictive, destructive, Mrs. 
Eddy tells us in “Miscellaneous Writ- 
ings,” page 36, that “Appetites, pas- 
sion, anger, revenge, subtlety, are the 
animal qualities of sinning mortals, 
and the beasts that have these quali- 
ties express the lower qualities of this 
so-called animal man; fn other words. 
pthe nature and quality of mortal mind, 
not immortal mind.”

Let us learn the lesson of this re- 
markable little volume, for it is more 
than a sad and tragic story of a dog— 
it is a profound psychological study, 
with deep and subtle meanings and a 
great lesson.

when striving for the unsearchable. 
imperishable ‘riches of Christ’” should 
supersede the striving for the vain and 
perishable, what would result? 

Would it not absolutely change the at- 
mosphere of thought and environment? 
What also, if every Christian on earth 
today should grasp and even partly 
realize that God is a divine ever-pres- 
ence, in which we “live and move and 
have our being,” that God isthe all in- 
cIusive mind, “that wasin Jesus Christ” 
and that we are commanded to have 
that same mind and that there is but 
the one governing mind, that is God 
or good, who “made all that was made 
and pronounced it good,’ and all would 
know that this mind is love, what 
would happen? Such a flood of lova 
and light and joy would radiate 
throughout all consciousness that wis- 
dom, justice, mercy, compassion would 
so environ all men that fetters would 
fall, both the desire and power to sin 
would be destroyed and Zion, the joy 
of the whole earth, would be estab- 
lished on everlasting foundation. 

Every Christian can say in a degree 
what Jesus said: “And I, if I be lifted 
up, shall draw all men unto Me.” Every 
individual consciousness, uplifted, does 
uplift to a degree all, for we are “all 
members of one body.” 

To sum up in a few words, my un- 
derstanding of the one and complets 
and only remedy is this: That as 
thought causation, is back of all 
phenomena, there only the highest 
spiritualization of Christian thought, 
and its radiation into the universal 
consciousness can counteract the down- 
ward tendencies and earthward grav? 
tation of this animal mind. This will 
make a mental atmosphere and envi-«- 
ronment in which the masses can be 
permanently helped. 

Then we can call all awake ow: 
of the dream of materialism “with Thy 
likeness,” and have that after all. God 
the .divine, infinite, ever-present love, 
is, and was, and ever will be, the only 
environment of all.

Editor Constitution In view of the 
fact that Hon. Thomas E. Watson, both 
in his reply to Hon. William M. How- 
ard and to Hon. Thomas W. Hardwick, 
has given to the public his contentions 
‘about the notes that he owed me, as 
administrator, and the reasons why he 
,pleaded the statute of limitations upon 
them, and in view of the fact that he 
thereby puts me in a false light, I de- 
sire through the columns of your paper 
to make reply. 

I wish to say that:I had no part in 
injecting this issue in the controversy 
between Messrs. Howard, Hardwick 
and Watson. The fact that Mr. Watson 
had pleaded the statute of limitations 
on me, and thereby prevented my col- 
lection of the notes, was well known. 
and hence it was a matter of common 
knowledge in this community. I am an 
old man, 76 years of age, and at my 
time in life have no desire for newspa- 
per controversy, or any other contro- 
versy, with anybody, but I feel it my 
duty to myself and to my family to 
put myself correct before the public. 

That the public may see exactly what 
written communications have recently 
passed between Mr. Watson and my- 
self, I append hereto copies of two 
letters written by Mr. Watson to me 
and one from me to him, and a copy 
of the letter written to him by Mrs.

Soldier in Confederacy. 

I served four years as a soldier in 
the confederate army. I tried to do my 
duty there. I have been for many years 
a member of the Methodist ciifrch, and 
am a steward in the Method s church. 
I have tried to do my duty to my fel- 
low-man and to my God. I have never 
been a rich man, but at one time I had 
accumulated some little property and 
owned a home. I have never failed to 
pay a debt that I owed, nor did I 
ever ask a discount on any debt I 
owed anr have never pleaded the statute 
_ of limitations against anybody or any 
debt, nor have I ever applied for or 
received a pension. I have had to sell 
my home and am now living in a 
rented house. The loss of the money 
that Mr. Watson owes on those notes 
was the entering wedge to the loss 
of my home, but when I am ready to 
depart this life, I will be glad to know 
that I can look my fellow-man in the 
sface and say that I owe no man any- 
thing. I had rather die owing no 
man anything without owning a roof 
Over my head, than to live in luxury 
and die in luxury with any honest debt 
wag tes ‘ 

ese notes on whic 5 
pleaded the statute of Disables wen 
longed to the estate of H. O. Williams, 
of which I was administrator, and 
when I allowed the statute of limita- 
tions to run on the notes and failed 
to collect same, I paid every dollar of 
the money to the heirs of the estate 
and hence the loss occasioned by Mr. 


Watson's failure to pay the notes fell 
upon me.

“I Started It.” 


Mr. Watson, in his recent published 
letter to Mr. Hardwick, hs’ atudion 
to the plea of the statute of Iimita- 
tions which he made against me, asked, 

Who starte@ it?” Started what? 
Well, 1 suppose I am responsible for 
it, because I sued one of the notes 
nearly 20 years ago, and that caused 
Mr. Watson to plead the statute, and 
hence the story, which was well 
known. If Mr. Watson had never pleaded 
ine statute, there would never have 
been anything to tell on that line. 

I held three of such notes and placed 
one of them in the justice court for 
suit. Mr. Watson set up the same 
defénse, or a similar one, to what he 
is now setting up in the papers—that 
is, that he paid the notes, which issue 
I was ready to meet, but he, also, 
pleaded the statute of limitations, which 
Was conclusive and which put me out 
of court, without a trial on the merits 

The justice of the peace for this dis- 
trict at that time who usually tried 
cares wag Judge E. 8S. Harrison. Pos- 
sibly four-fifths of all cases tried in 
‘he justice court were tried before 
Judge Harrison, and the natural thing 
for me to havegdone, when I put a 
note in suit, would have been to have 
sued it in Judge Harrison's court, but 
politics was very warm at that time. 
Mr. Watson was, of course, a very 
strong populist, and Judge Harrison 
@ very strong democrat. While I be- 
lieve that Judge Harrison, as a judge, 
would not have permitted any political 
feeling that he might have had to bias 
his judgment, I knew that Mr. Wat- 
son and others might think so. The 
other justice was Judge W. 8. Stovall, 
himself an ex-confederate soldier, and 
personal friend of Mr. Watson's and 
@ political supporter of Mr. Watson's. 
So, in order that there might not be 
the slightest supposed advantage tak- 
en of Mr. Watson, I filed the sult in 
Judge Stovall's court. 

Wateon’s Proposition. 

Mr. Watson, as will be seen from his 
letters, now proposes various plans of 
arbitration. At that time all of the 
_ evidence that could be had now, could

actions were fresher in everybody's 
minds then than they are now; we 
a perfectly impartial judge to try the 
case, and then and there was the time 
to have settled it. Mr. Watson refused 
then to try the case on its merits, he 
leaded the statute and shut off all that 
ssue, and in his letter to Mr. Howard 
he rather boasts of having done so, as 
‘he said anybody but a fool would have 
done so. So the public can very read- 
ily understand that I now am not dis- 
to accept propositions of arbi- 
tration from him, which are evidently 
schemes conceived by him to try to 
justify himself in the eyes of the 
world. He proposed that we submit 
our case to arbitration without either 
party being represented by a lawyer. 
only the parties to the case to conduct 
same. I, an old man, 76 years old, un- 
skilled in the law. He a skiliful law- 
yer, one who confesses himeelf to be. 
if not the best, among the very best 
lawyers of Georgia. That was a fine 
proposition for me, was it not? I wish 
to say right here to Mr. Watson that 
I do not intend to take further action 
upon these notes In any way. When he 
pleaded the statute on me, nearly twen- 
ty years ago, I was barred from 
thetrial of the caseon its merits,I got 
up the money and paid the heirs of the 
Williams estate and accepted my loss. 
I am now too old to worry with the 
matter, and would not have had any- 
thing to say about it but for Mr. Wat- 
son's articles which put a falge light 
upon my conduct. 


to collect a debt out of him twice. I 
wish to say, while I have paid all of 
my debts once, I have, likewise, been 
satisfied to collect ail debts due to me 
once, and I have not tried. to collect 
this debt twice at all from Mr. Wat- 
son. He owes the debt, ft is now barred 
by the statute of limitations; he can 
pay it or not, as he sees fit; it rests 
with him, hig conscience and his God. 


Did Not Pay Debt. 


It is hardly necessary for me to go 
over the facts in the fase, as I see 
them, but I will state that there were 
three notes, of different amounts and 


and did not even get a deed at the time 
or the notes. The fact is, knowing 
that I held the notes and thinking he 
would be honest about the matter, 
when he asked for a deed, I gave it to 
him. The matter went on from time to 
time; Mr. Watson became very much 
embarrassed financially, the heirs of 
the estate did not want him pressed, 
and I let the matter run on. When he 
went to congress I wrote him, asking 
him to pay, and, for the first time, 
heard that he claimed to have paid the 
notes. He wrote me that he thought 
he had a receipt and that he would 
peg it. He never did produce it. 
ater, I wrote him again, and he failed 
to answer. When he returned home, 
I saw him personally, and he stated 
that he had paid me and instructed me 
to destroy them should I find them. 
This was not correct. Up to the time 
the suit was brought, the notes were 
always in my possession and control 

By reference to Mrs. Bond's letter it 
will be seenthat Mrs. Bond paid her 
note to Mr. Watson in different pay- 
ments. She says she was under the im- 
pression that the money went 
to the Williams estate. A very 
natural impression, when she knew 
Mr. Watson had bought the land 
from Mr. Williams, and hadto get 
a deed from the Williams estate in 
order, to make her one, but she does 
not say that she saw Mr. Watson pay 
me the money, and I am certain she 
did not, because he did not pay it. 


Message From Watson. 


The first I knew of this controversy 
was the Sunday morning in which Mr. 
Howard's Athens speech appeared in 
The Atlanta Constitution. had not 
read the paper. That Sunday he sent 
his daughter after me to come to see 
him. I was surprised. So far as I can 
recollect, he had never invited me to 
his home before. I inquired of his 
daughter if her father was sick. She 
had come in the rain, apparently in 
haste. She said her father was not 
sick, but desired very much to see me. 
I reluctantly went with her to her 
father’s residence. I was not invited 
into the parlor or into the library, but 
into a sort of annex to the kitchen, or 
a child’s playhouse, in the rear. After 
some delay, the colonel came down 
from his sanctum. After a brief salu- 
tation, he introduced his business by 
stating that Howard had lugged our 
old estate debt into their controversy. 
I did not know what he meant, and so 
told him. He asked if I had not seen 
that day’s Constitution. I replied I 
had not. He did not offer to show it 
to me, but set in to rehearse his old 
plea of how he had paid me the notes 
I held against him, showing plainly 
that he was anxious to corkscrew 
something out of me to throw back at 
Howard. Of course I had nothing but 
the truth to hand back, which was 
that he had pleaded the statuteand we 
had never tried the case on the merits. 
I knew his old plea by heart, I had 
heard it so often. Later, I obtained a 
copy of The Constitution and saw that 
Mr. Howard had charged nothing but 
the simple truth, that Mr. Watson had 
pleaded the statute of limitations on an 
old ex-confederate soldier. While Mr. 
Howard called no names, yet Mr. Wat- 
son knew at once to whom it applied, 
for he sent for me at once, and I am 
the man. 

Mr. Watson insisted on my meeting 
him at the court house the next day 
and go over the records. I told him 
Monday was a busy day, but that I 
would try to meet him, but made him 
no positive promise, and when I re- 
flected that there was nothing there 
but what had been there for 20 years, 
and what was accessible to him when 
he filed his plea on me, I felt that he 
was simply trying to get me to say 
something that would help him in his 
controversy with Mr. Howard. That is 
borne out by his letter to me under 
date of May 23, in which he states that 
he had hoped, by going over the mat- 
ter with me, to refresh my recollec- 
tion, so that I would be satisfied to 
give him a_ statement, _ setting the 
whole matter at rights. There was ab- 
folutely no statement to make. When 
I sued the note, Mr. Watson claimed 
he had paid it. I claimed he had not. 
The case was in court before a per- 
sonal and political friend of his, and I 
was ready to meet the issue. He would 
not meet it, but went behind the 
statute of limitations, and how he 
could expect me now, with this old case 
like Banquo’s ghost, will not down, to 
make any statement other than the 
truth, which I had made all the time, 
I cannot conceive, and I must confess 
that I was, as stated in my letter to 
him, somewhat indignant that he, 
knowing how I felt towards the Sab- 
bath day, should send for me, without 
telling me what he wanted, and press 
this old dispute upon me on the Sab- 
bath. when he could have waited as 
well another day. It appeared to me 
that he, the younger man, who was 
seeking the interview, might have, at 
least, waited until the next day and 
come to see me, and not get me to 
leave my home, where I wax enjoying 
the quietude of the Sabbath, to go to 
his “house to be harassed about this 
old matter of 20 years’ standing. 

No, Mr. Watson, you owe me that 
money; I cannot collect it from you by

My Dear Sir: It surprises me to 
learn that you were indignant that you 
were spoken to a couple of Sundays 
ago about the Williams lot. It seems 
that that was a very small matter to 
become annoyed at. No advantage was 
taken of you at all, for I told you at 
my house why I wished to see you and 
also informed you of the article which 
had appeared in The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion. My hope was that by going over 
the matter with you once more, and 
refreshing your recollection as to what 
had taken place, you might be satis- 
fied to give me a statement which 
would set the whole thing at rights. 
However, I soon realized that your 
memory was a blank as to part of what 
had occurred, and I contented myself 
by asking you to meet me at the court- 
house next morning, at 10 o'clock. My 
purpose was to go over the records 
with you, in a friendly way, and con- 
vince you that you were in the wrong: 
You promised, positively, to meet me 
at the courthouse, and I was there on 
time. You did not put in appearance, 
and after waiting as long as I con- 
veniently could, I came away. After- 
wards, during the morning, IF tele- 
phoned down to inquire whether you 
had yet come, and the answer was 
that you had not. 

The ordinary informed me this 
morning that you did not come at all. 
Apparently, therefore, you were not 
even willing to give me the opportunity 
to prove to you, by the court regords, 
that the debt which you are now claim- 
ing was paid in the winter of 1886. I 
will not again go over the story of 
the case and present those facts, which 
earry conviction to all impartial minds, 
to the effect that you must have been 
paid in the winter of 1886-87, else you 
would never have allowed the matter 
to run on until the notes were out of 
date.

WAS CLOSE OF COTTON 


Net Four Points Lower to Four 
Points Higher --- Spot 
Cotton Quiet. 


New York, June 13.—The cotton mar- 
ket was quiet, as a rule, today, and 
fiuctuations were irregular within a 
range of about 10 points om most posi- 
tions. The close was .very steady net 
4 points lower to 4 points higher, the 
new crop having been relatively steady 
all day. 

The market opened at a decline ‘of 3 
@5 points on the old crop, in response 
to disappnintiog cables, while the new 
erop was 1 point lower to 1 point high- 
er, being relatively steady here, as in 
liverpool, on some scattered covering, 
which was attributed to the continued 
rain in the eastern belt. At first there 
Was very little sign of bull suport, and 
soon after the opening prices.eased off 
to a net loss of about 9@15 points on 
the old crop, under liquidation and bear 
pressure, encouraged by reports of in- 
creased curtailment among domestic 
milis. The new crop worked off to a 
net loss of about 5@6 points in sympa- 
thy, but selling of the positions was 
restricted by the talk of grassy fields, 
as a result of the wet weather in cen- 
tral and eastern sections of the belt, 
and when the bulls bean to support, 
the old crop prices recovered quite 
readily. During the middle of the day 
the Market showed practically no fea- 
ture, but became alittle more active 
and firmer in the last hour, On cover- 
ing. The close was at practically the 
best polat of the day, August having 
sold up from 14.47 to 14.67, while other 
positions rallied some 7 to 19 points 
from the lowest.

EXTREMELY DULL DAY 


There Was Not Much Liquida- 
tion and the Bears Did Not 
Press Operations. 


New York, June 13.—The state of 
idleness into which the stock market 
fell today proved to the advantage of 
values, the withdrawal of orders being 


apparently from the selling side of the 
market. The evidence thus afforded of 
a subsidence in the pressure of liquida- 
tion with which last week closed, 
warned the bears not to press their 
operations. Accordingly, after a pre- 
liminary test, under which prices 
yielded only moderately, they bought 
to cover short contracts. The reports 
of the borrowing of large amounts of 
stocks lent credit to the supposition 
that the short interest was becoming 
unwieldy and the market oversold. 
London prices for Americans were at 
advances over Saturday, but the open- 
ing market here ignored that influence 
at first and London was accredited 
with little part in the day’s strength. 
Other foreign centers were affected by 
the poor condition of the American 
copper trade and depressed copper 
mining stocks. This was notably the 
case in Paris. The London price of 
copper fell sharply, also. Amalga- 
mated Copper; however, after a mo- 
mentary response, came into the gen- 
eral upward movement. There was a 
substantial absorption, at that time, 
of United States Steel, in spite of 
reports that the market for finished 
steel products was beginning to show 
signs of the same kind of oversupply 
that has weighed on the iron market. 
There had to be faced, as well, reports 
of additional curtailment by cotton 
mills, both in New*® England and the 
south.

The money market reflected a light- 
ened demand for stock market pur- 
poses. The demand from mercantile 
sources appears to be sluggish as well, 
The return to the controller of the cur- 
rency under the call, which is ex- 
pected now at an early date, is 
awaited with great interest for a com- 
prehensive showing of the _ loan 
position. London seems to expect to be 
called upon for gold to help finance 
the American crop movement this fall, 
that being one of the reasons for the 
extraordinary reserves which have 
been built in London.

Chicago, June 13.—Lowest prices to 
date for the wheat crop of 1910 were 
made this afternoon. As if to em- 
phasize, by contraag, the bearish out- 
look regarding the current year, May 
delivery for 1911 scored a net advance 
of \&e. Large yields and fine quality 
of new wheat in Tagas were today 
recognized as so certain that Kansas 
City millers offered flour to the At- 
lantic seaboard at 75c a barrel below 
Minneapolis quotations. The effect of 
this action was immediate on the wheat 
market here. At the close the tone 
was easy with active futures %@% to 
1% under the final figures of Satur- 
day. Corn finished %@%@% down 
and oats %@%c. Provisions in the end 
were off 2% to 15c. 

During the last part of the day there 
was continuous pressure on the wheat 
market from influential sources. The 
July option weakened more relatively 
than the deferred months. Indications 
pointed tv persistent liquidation in 
that delivery. Lower cables:and fine 
weather led to a weak start. Then the 
acreage of Canadian wheat was offici- 
ally stated to be 1,554,000 bushels more 
tnan ever before The Hungarian 
market was authoritatively estimated 
at 198,352,000 bushels, as against 113,- 
352.000 bushels last year. However, 
many resting orders to buy on a dip 
came to play and caused a reaction, 
somewhat more than the early decline. 
Shorts who oversold at the outset were 
also forced to buy. New crop news 
from the southwest intervened roughly 
at this juncture. Acute weakness set 
in and the close was easy at only a 
slight rally. September fluctuated be- 
tween 88% and 89% and closed at 885g.
